HARDING GROWS 
MORE CONFIDENT 
OF BIG SUCCESS 


MARION, Oct. 22.—With the major 


part of his campaign definitely behind 
him, Senator Warren G. Harding, is 
returning to his Marion front porch to- 
day feeling more confident than ever 
that 11 days hence the voters of the 
nation will go to the polls and register 
.an overwhelming Republican victory. 


The confidence.the Republican can- 


didate feels in the result on November 
2 Is manifested in his informal talks 
with newspaper correspondents and 
by the fact that he does not consider 
ft necessary to stir outside of Marion 
for the duration of the campaign. 


His speeches at Buffalo and Roches- 


ter marked his last invasion of outside 
territory and from now on the senator 
will confine his activities to' Ohio. 


The four largest cities in the state— 


Cleveland, Cincinnati, Columbus and 
Akron will see him during the closing 
days of October and the rest of the 
time the senator will spend quietly at 
Marion. 


Strong representations were made 


to the senator to extend his trip into 
New York, bat It was felt by him and 
his managers that this was not neces- 
sary. 


New York state leaders including 


national and state cotnmitteemen and 
candidates speeded him on his way as- 
suring him New York state is Republi- 
can this year by an overwhelming ma- 
jority. Some estimates are as high as 
400,000 for the national ticket. S«na- 
tpr Harding's special train left Buf- 
falo at midnight, passed thru Cleve- 
land at an early hour this morning 
and was due at Marion at noon. 


Senator Harding has a light sched- 


ule for the next four days. 


No front • porch delegations of any 


•ire are expected in Marion and the 
candidate will not leave his home town 
again until October 27, when he 
•peaks in Cleveland. The senator 
probably will spend the time cleaning 
up the correspondence Aid business 
which has piled up during his frequent 
absences from his front porch in the 
last three weeks and to getting some 
much needed physical exercise. The 
senator's golf clubs are getting rusty 
from unuse and it is probably that he 
will spend^some time on the links un- 
til the middle of next week.

Elihu Root is Object of Cox's 


Attack Today In Wilson's 
Home State—Says Lodge 
Reservations Were Not 
Offered In Good Faith 


TRENTON, N. J., Oct 22. 


Root Is again, to be the target of Gor 
ernor James JS(I. Cox, Democratic presi- 
dential nominee, who reached

Based solely upon the newspaper 


text, the governor's attitude Is that 
Mr. Root has evaded the question. He 
haS not antiwerod directly Governor 
Cox contends and ho proposed to ask 
for a correction of the statement. 


The governor believed that Mr. Root 


Is begging tho question with many 
words going into zi lengthy discussion 
of tho league of nations rather than 
doing what had been asked of him, 
simply to correct a "misstatement." 


It IH the opinion of Governor Cox 


that there has been on the part of the 
enemies ot the leaguo a revival ot 
heckling on the subject of the Lodge 
reservations "In an attempt to becloud 
the Issue," and thereby confuse the 
minds of the voters.

tic tie-up that any. great country has . 
ever known menaced Great Britain to- 
day as a result of the threatened rail- 
way and transport workers to join the 
coal niiners in a general strike unless 
the government takes decisive steps 
•within 48 hours to end the walkout la 
the coal fields. 


A general strike by the "triple alll-: 


ance"—miners, railway men and trans-" 
port workers—would call out nearly 
2,500,000 men in addition to throwing 
hundreds of thousands of other work- 
ers into involuntary idleness. , Pre- 
mier Lloyd George and cabinet dis- 
cussed the situation today and. were 
making vigorous efforts to create' * 
foundation on which-to open negotia- 
tions to end the coal strike and. to 
prevent a spread of the strike to the 
rullmen and the dock workers.' 


The "ultimatum" to the British gov- 


ernment threatening a strike of rail- 
roaders and dock workers was served, 
by J. H. Thomas, secretary of the Nat- 
lon.al. 'Onion of'Railway Men and Rob- 
ert Williams, secretary of th* Fader- 
.ation :ot Transport Workers. 


"The crisis has been reached," d«- 


scared Thomas. "W* «J-B giving tfi«. 
government until Sunday night to end 
the coal strike or to take . definite 
steps for the calling of a conference 
which will guarantee its end." 


Williams, speaking in behalf of the 


dock workers, said the men had de- 
cided to-Quit work unless the govern- 
ment acted for industrial peaca ' by- 
Sunday morning.

Coal miners and helpers 1,200,000. 
Railway employes 650,000 to 700,000.

Fears that the struggle will develop 


into an industrial revolution with de- 
msmds for the complete nationaliza- 
tion of industries, or at least certain 
branches such as the mines and the 
railways, were Intensified by the act- 
Ion of tho railway men and-the trans-, 
portatlon workers. 
If the rail men 


and tho dock workers.make the tie- 
up complete Great Britain is threat- 
ened with a suspension of rail traffic, 
maritime traffic and absolute stagna- 
tion of all factories as well as a fuel 
famine, and food shortage. 


Premier Lloyd George was hopeful 


that a way would be found out of the 
grave difficulty but ho admitted that 
tho situation has been rendered des- 
perately serious by the action of the 
railway and dock employees in decid- 
ing upon a sympathy strike. 


It is estimated that about. 250,000 


workers outside of the coal fields, in- 
cluding 75,000 dock employes, 
have 


already been forced into idleness by 
iho coal strike which closed down fac- 
tories and compelled a curtailment of
